in dorms

Sacramento State President 
Alexander Gonzalez approved a $478 
annual Residence Halls fee passed April 
11 by the Student Fee Advisory 
Committee to raise money for new 
dorms. 

The fee’s proceeds, which have accu- 
mulated over three years of similar 10 
percent fee raises, will go toward the 
funding of new student housing, as well 
as providing any repair needed in the cur- 
rent dorms, said Frank Whitlatch, associ- 
ate vice president of Public Affairs. 

Students who are on payment Plan A 
will now be required to pay $7,640 
instead of $7,052, and students who are 
on Pla B — which offers five more meals 
per week — will now be required to pay 
$8,666 instead of $7,458, Whitlatch said. 

Whitlatch said the university feels this 
is a fair increase in comparison to the cost 
of off-campus living, because students 
get more of an advantage in the dorms 
with all of the essentials they are provid- 
ed. 

With dorm students paying rent for 
approximately eight months, payments

Although more than a week has 
passed since demonstrators marched 
nationwide in support of immigrants, 
debate over the controversial bill and 
effects of the demonstrations linger. 

Sacramento State senior Monica 
Moreno was among the 1 million who 
demonstrated nationwide against the 
U.S. House of Representatives bill, 
which would make undocumented 
immigrants and those who associate 
with them felons. 

Proponents contend that too many 
immigrants are denied basic services; 
are discriminated against and are not 
being appreciated for their contribution 
to the economy and to society. 

“We showed people that we are 
aware of the situation,” said Moreno, 
who wants to become a teacher. ““We’re 
here, and we’re not leaving.” 

Lawmakers are currently trying to 
reform immigration laws, and President 
Bush has also touted guest worker pro- 
grams that would lay the path to legal 
status. 

The May 1 immigration demonstra- 
tions, which attracted participants 
across cities, including Los Angeles,

“As a long time staff member of ASI, I 
have spoken with many other ASI staff,

Robbie Abelon, ASI executive vice 
president, said he recognizes the need for 
diversity on the ASI board. 

“We need to represent more than just 
one voice,” Abelon said. “Fourteen people 
must represent 28,000, so you must have a 
diverse crowd on the board.”

Whether Sacramento State’s recre- 
ational and wellness center should 
house a smaller events center led the 
May 2 discussion of a nine-member 
project planning committee. 

In Phase 3 of his plan for the Alex G. 
Spanos Sports and _ Recreation 
Complex, President Alexander 
Gonzalez proposed to privately fund a 
6,000-to 8,000-seat arena. However, a 
smaller, 3,000-seat events center might 
be part of the recreation and wellness 
center (Phase 2 of the complex) in order 
to serve students while Phase 3 remains 
in the planning stages. 

The smaller events center is intend- 
ed to provide an area for sporting 
events, concerts and lecture events. But 
problems that surround the plans 
include the high costs for construction 
and the fact that it does not meet with 
Big Sky Conference accordance of 
3,200 seating to host games. 

Gonzalez’s proposed arena would 
host events like intercollegiate basket- 
ball, commencement and concerts, 
according to the Alex G. Spanos Sports 
and Recreation Complex Web site. But 
the privately funded arena has no time- 
line or budget cap set. 

“If an events center went in (the 
recreation and wellness center), we 
would have to increase the budget, or 
take square footage out of other pro- 
grams,” said Tony Moayed, construc- 
tion manager for TMCS Inc., the com- 
pany in charge of the complex’s con- 
struction.

State students to march and dance 
near the state Capitol to support 
immigrants, whose population 
spans from coast to coast. 

Moreno was a student organizer 
for the event — a day without an 
immigrant boycott — in which stu- 
dents mobilized in procession from 
Sac State to Southside Park and 
then to the state Capitol. 

“We need the youth to take 
over,” Moreno said. “People will 
listen more sometimes if it comes 
from students.” 

Mimi Beas, co-chair for 
Chicano Student Movement of 
Aztlan — the organization who was 
integral in planning the student 
march — said the demonstration 
met its purpose, providing a forum 
for students to voice their concerns, 
and educate people about the 
issues. 

Beas, Associated Students Inc. 
chief of staff, participated in the 
march and said, “It’s raising the 
issue of human rights, it’s raising 
the issue of social justice, it’s rais- 
ing the issue of immigration reform 
that is for the people that’s not 
going to criminalize people or 
dehumanize people, they are here 
to make a living.” 

Not every student at Sac State 
agrees that the demonstration was 
effective and that immigrants 
should be absolved of their illegal 
status, yet they see both sides with 
consideration. 

Danny Martinez, a San Jose 
State student attending Sac State 
this semester for the Sacramento 
Semester Program in the govern- 
ment department, said he has truly 
seen both sides. Martinez is the son 
of an immigrant and said he’s priv- 
ileged to be an American. 

“You can’t have people just tak- 
ing advantage of that privilege, 
(it’s) breaking the law essentially,” 
Martinez said. 

He said the nationwide boycott 
and demonstrations were not an 
effective way to bring awareness to 
the issue. 

“Here’s why: the boycott lasted 
one day ... talks of it died down in 
a matter of hours,”’ Martinez said. 
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“Protesters demanded 
immediate amnesty 
for all immigrants, 
all people. 

To me, that’s a bit 
extreme.”

Yet, those supporters are hurt- 
ing the very same economy of 
which they want to take part, 
Martinez said. 

“Protesters demanded immedi- 
ate amnesty for all immigrants, all 
people,” Martinez said. “To me, 
that’s a bit extreme.” People need 
to go through the legal process, he 
said, 

Martinez said he had the fortu- 
nate experience of living in a coun- 
try were poverty was prevalent and 
understands why immigrants crave 
for a better life in America. 

But Martinez doesn’t favor 
bending the law for some and not 
others. “You cannot limit the law to 
a certain group of people,” he said. 

Jennifer Barbanell, communi- 
cations major, said she agrees with 
Martinez. 

“The boycott was definitely not 
effective,” Barbenall said. “I don’t 
really think it proved anything to 
anybody, except for that fact that 
the people who want to be here dis- 
agree with our government — that’s 
not being very effective at all.” 

Barbanell said it’s a shame.that 
immigrants are not going about the 
naturalization process legally. 

“I don’t know if ’'d send them 
back if they hadn’t did anything 
wrong,’ Barbanell said. “But, see, 
that’s not so great either because 
they have done something wrong; 
they came here illegally.” 

Whatever prevails in Congress, 
Moreno said she’s being trained to 
help others in the community 
understand the repercussions of 
possible new immigration laws and 
what people can do to help spread

awareness. 

Marcos Sanchez, College 
Assistance Migrant Program direc- 
tor at Sac State, said his program 
provides outreach and support to 
college students, most of who are 
first or second generation children 
of immigrant families. 

“The main concern is the crimi- 
nalization of the undocumented 
workers...something humane (has 
to be done),” Sanchez said about 
the pending national legislation. 

These workers have families 
and children who attend school, 
Sanchez said. 

“Let’s find a legal solution, so 
that they do not have to hide any- 
more, so that they don’t have to be 
in the shadows anymore,” Sanchez 
said. 

Martinez, however, said he’s 
not sure what would happen if chil- 
dren were stripped from their par- 
ents via deportation. It’s a tough 
predicament, he said. 

“What I would say is that par- 
ents shouldn’t come here and put 
their children in that kind of situa- 
tion in the first place. However I do 
understand why they do it,” 
Martinez said. 

Many of the students from the 
College Assistance Migrant 
Program marched on May 1, 
Sanchez said. “It was pretty quiet 
in the office that day.” 

Sanchez said despite what oth- 
ers say, “whether immigrants are 
here legally or not, they do help out 
the economy.” 

He said he was unsure of the 
demonstration’s positive effects 
because they could have provoked 
more uneasiness among those who 
do not support immigrants because 
of the image they portrayed: 
Mexican-flag waving, marches en 
masse and economic interruption. 

People need to be patient, 
Martinez said. “When you go to 
the supermarket, you don’t just cut 
in front of everybody else, you wait 
in line.”

Ron Grant, director of 
University Support Services, said 
Sacramento State and Regional 
Transit did not reach an agreement 
concerning the amount of a refund 
owed to Sac State at an April 28 
meeting. 

The transit system delivered a 
thick binder of information detail- 
ing its contention that the refund 
amount, owed to Sac State 
because of a regional transit error 
in ridership calculation, is 
$100,000 instead of the $1 million 
figure proposed before, Grant said. 

The next meeting is scheduled 
for Friday, by which time Grant 
expects that the university will 
have thoroughly reviewed region- 
al transit’s proposal and decide on 
a dollar amount that the university 
thinks is correct. | 

Regardless of how long it takes 
to resolve the refund issue, Grant 
said he hopes to have a new con- 
tract in place by the end of June, 
which is when the current agree- 
ment expires. 

“These are two separate issues; 
we can do one without the other 
and then amend the contract to 
incorporate the. repayment of the 
overpayment,’ Grant said. 


Velazquez hearing 
Former Associated Students 
Inc. executive Julio Velazquez was 
set to appear in court Tuesday on 
16 felony charges ranging from 
grand theft to embezzlement and

forgery and is charged: with taking 
at least $18,125. 

At the time of publication, the 
results of the hearing were not 
available, but they are now posted 
online at www.statehornet.com. 

Velazquez’s attorney, Donald 
Heller, told the Hornet the last 
time Velazquez was in court that 
the trial would probably be 
resolved by Tuesday. Heller 
refused to comment Monday 
about what direction the proceed- 
ings would take. Heller did not say 
whether the option of a plea bar- 
gain had been discussed at all. 

Sacramento Deputy District 
Attorney Ron Linthicum said 
Velazquez could serve up to three 
years in prison if he pleads guilty 
to the main felony count. 

Court documents charge that 
Velazquez wrote ASI checks to 
people who did not exist and later 
cashed them, taking the money for 
himself. ‘ 

Velazquez served as both ASI 
executive vice president (2003-05) 
and vice president of finance (fall 
2005). He graduated with a bach- 
elor’s degree in business adminis- 
tration last year. 

Tuesday would have been 
Velazquez’s fourth court appear- 
ance — his first being his arraign- 
ment on Feb. 2, then postpone- 
ments of proceedings on Feb. 16 
and March 22.

go in the recreation and wellness 
center include a: movie. theater, 
planned to seat 3,000 people at 
3,500 square feet; a six-lane, 


5,000-square foot bowling alley; 


and a 5,000-square foot weight 
room. 

Not all programming of center 
include physical wellness. The 
movie theater was a recent sugges- 
tion made by Leslie Davis, direc- 
tor of the University Union. 

The added benefits of having a 
movie theater or a bowling alley is 
that it gives students less “physical 
activities,” compared to the weight 
room, which requires them to 
change clothes, Davis said. 

The idea of increasing the size 
of the weight room arose because 
other campuses that have recre- 
ation centers — like UC Davis and 
San Diego State — did not build 
enough space to meet demand, 
resulting in long lines. 


With a bowling alley, the com- 
mittee recognized it as a popular 
form of recreation, but one that has 
limited flexibility with only six 
lanes. The committee said the 
space for a bowling alley can’t be 
adapted for other uses and has 
high operation and maintenance 
costs for a program that may only 
be a “fad.” 

Another concern Davis 
addressed is student interest in 
having alcohol served in the bow]- 
ing alley. 

“There will be no alcohol at the 
bowling alley,’ Davis said. “This 
is a wellness center.” 

The last meeting, set for May 
15, will culminate in the commit- 
tee presenting its final program 
recommendations to Gonzalez.

Many dorm students expressed 
concerns about the 10: percent fee 
hike for dorm residents. 

“I think that it’s rude to raise 
student fees,” said Courtney 
Welch, Sac State freshman and 
dorm resident. “Why can’t they 
take the moneys out of something 
else because we are already 
broke.” 

Robbie Abelon, Associated 
Students Inc. executive vice presi- 
dent, who disagreed with the 10 
percent fee increase, said there 
were alternatives the university 
could have chosen to fund the 
new dorms instead of raising 
student fees. 

Abelon said such options 
include taking out university- 
wide revenue bonds — which 
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would pay for the construction 
with minimal fiscal impact on stu- 
dents and will be paid off by rent — 
raising private money, government 
funding and state bonds. 

And if Californians pass the 
Legislature’s bond package on 
November’s ballot, billions of dol- 
lars will be available for higher 
education buildings, including the 
dorms, Abelon said. 

“An increase in student fees 
should always be the last option, 
and in this case it was the first,” 
Abelon said. 

Abelon said dorm residents are 
in agreement that new and 
improved dorms are needed, but 
not at the expense of students. 

ASI Director of Social Sciences 
and Interdisciplinary Studies, Ryan 
Christensen, wrote in a letter to the 
State Hornet that increasing stu- 
dent fees was the best option, even 
though it should be the last option, 
because the campus has not placed 
a high enough priority on new stu- 
dent housing. 
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“As someone who has lived in 
the dorms for a year, I can attest to 
the fact that the dorms are old, 
worn down, and sub-par when 
compared the modern student 
housing at countless California col- 
leges,” Christensen said in the let- 
ter. 

Veronica Romero, dorm resi- 
dent, said she doesn’t think stu- 
dents should pay extra for some- 
thing that they won’t directly bene- 
fit from. 


The $478 fee will provide a» 


needed down payment when it is 
time for the school to get a revenue 
bond, Whitlatch said. 

The legislation, which was 
heard by the committee composed 
of five students, two faculty and 
two administrator nonvoting mem- 
bers, was passed by a 3-2 vote.

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Students are familiar with many of 
these problems — the overly crowded 
classrooms, growing — student/faculty 
ratios, increased student fees, increased 
reliance on contingent (non-tenure track)

»* (producing, for example, higher textbook 


costs). These are real problems, and they 
call for something more in the way of 


-* solutions than a new logo or a held house 


for a few athletes. 

Two serious problems have surfaced in 
recent weeks. The first is the unprecedent- 
ed tax levied on students for a construc- 
tion project differing from what you voted 


. on in April 2004. You voted to help fund a 
- RWEC complex including a new events 
-* center, for the whole campus. But your 
'« $110 per semester is now being annexed

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to pay for a fieldhouse for athletes, swith 


the events center in limbo. The shift ° 


resembles a massive bait-and-switch tac- 
tic; and Associated Students Inc. and 
President Angel Barajas were right to 
raise questions about it. 

Facilities like those envisioned are 
capital. investments anyway. They are 
campus infrastructure and should be paid 
for with capital funds, not out of the pock- 
ets of the poorest segment of the commu- 
nity. That would be true even if CSU stu- 
dents hadn’t suffered a 76 percent recent 
increase in fees (on top of an earlier 500 


percent increase). To saddle them with. 


$220 more each year — and now higher 
dorm fees to boot — isn’t only unfair; it’s 
unwise, as recent reports on disappointing 
campus enrollment gains show. 

The second problem is that our junior 
faculty are so poorly paid that it turns out 
their salaries are lower than those of new 
hires — sometimes $8,000 per year lower. 
Our junior faculty are penalized, in effect, 
for their years of experience at Sac State. 


Professor: Destination downgrade 


Given that our salaries are already 18 per- 
cent below the national average and our 
teaching loads the heaviest, an unprece- 
dented number of faculty are choosing to 
resign — simply to leave Sac State. 
President Gonzalez wanted to solve 
this problem .by having affected faculty. |

tutional problem and turned faculty*into 
supplicants for what’s theirs by right. As a 
stop-gap measure, junior faculty will now 
get one-year bonuses. But that still leaves 
the larger problem of base salaries unre- 
solved: (while CSU campus presidents 
garner a 13.7 percent raise on top of. past 
increases). | 

Neither of these problems is necessary. 
Both are examples of a new model of uni- 
versity life that downgrades the essential 
work of the campus — teaching and learn- 
ing — relative to administrative activity 
and big ticket construction projects. 

Both problems: raise a fundamental 
question: for whom is this to be a destina- 
tion campus? Not students, if they can’t 
afford the fees. Not faculty, if they’re 
penalized for teaching here. And making it 
a destination simply for developers and 
venture capitalists is a joke. Think about 
it this summer; maybe we can come up 
with something new for the fall.

Increase shouldn’t be first option 


Re: Dorm Fee Hits Empty Wallets 
proposed $478: fee increase to 
ay for new dorms passed the 

Student Fee Advisory Committee by a 

3-2 vote and is awaiting the President 

Alexander Gonzalez’s approval. The 

fee would be assessed to 1,100 dorm 

residents for next year and would see 

a possible 20 percent increase in two 

years. Every dorm resident is in agree- 

ment that new and improved dorms 
are needed, but not at the expense of 
working students. Hiking student fees 
should always be the last resort, yet 
this time it was the first option. 

Here are four alternatives: 

» University Issue Bonds — Usually 
new buildings are built through bonds 
that would pay for construction with 
minimal fiscal impact on students and 
that will be paid off over many years by 
the university. 

» Fundraising — In less than three 
years, $25 million has been raised for 
athletic buildings by this university. 
Why can’t the same fundraising tenac- 
ity from this administration be used for 
the very buildings that will change 
Sacramento State from a commuter 
campus to a student community cam- 
pus, the centerpiece goal of 
Destination 2010? 

>» Government Funding — Our univer- 
sity recently secured about $1 million 
in federal funds for a new space and 
science building. Our university is rep-

fee increases, totaling 76 percent over three 
years and the CSU trend of lower student 
enrollment, which is backed by a recent 
report issued by the California Post- 
Secondary Education. 

“The trusteeship means something,” 
Travis said. The Humboldt State professor 
of political science said the CSU is in trouble 


and that Hauck “epitomizes the problem of 


the trustees.” 

Hauck’s role as head of the nonpartisan 
Business Roundtable — where he makes 
$300,000 and works with top California 
business executives — conflicts with the 
CSU’s stated mission of bringing an afford- 
able four-year education to middle- and 
working- class students, Travis said. 

“This message starts here today to hold 
trustees responsible — if they don’t stand up, 
we will,” Travis said. 

According to the union, Hauck violated 
the trustee code of conduct by voting on state 
budgetary issues — including student fee 
issues — that have come before the Trustees’ 
Committee on Finance, of which he is chair. 

The union contends that Hauck support- 
ed the 13.7 percent executive pay hike last 
year and has told the San Francisco 
Chronicle that he would like to see the end 
of faculty tenure and collective bargaining 
agreements, 

Maire Fowler, recently elected San 
Francisco State student body president, 
spoke at the protest pronouncing herself as a 
“super senior” because she has had to work 
several jobs to support herself and pay for 
her student fees while attending school. 

“We're not going to let him scapegoat 
us,” Fowler said of the student fee increases. 

Fowler said not only is she paying more 
in student fees, but she feels CSUwide serv- 
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ices have decreased. 

Fowler, who works in the restaurant 
business, in addition to serving as her cam- 
pus’ president, said her top priority is to keep 
CSU “affordable and accessible for the 
future.” 

To do this, Fowler said students need to 
speak out more. 

Stan Oden, Sac State professor of gov- 
ernment, said Hauck perpetuates a conserva- 
tive, right wing attitude that keeps faculty 
wages down. 

“He reflects principles of business peo- 
ple who want to profit on the backs of poor 
people,’ Oden said. 

When contacting Hauck regarding the 
union’s assertions, the State Hornet was 


referred to the Public Affairs Department of 


the CSU. 

Clara Potes-Fellow, CSU spokeswoman, 
said the chancellor’s office doesn’t believe 
there is truth in the conflict of interest claims 
and sees the recent commotion surrounding 
Hauck as a tactic to influence the collective 
bargaining process. 

The union and the CSU have gone 10 
months without a formal agreement and are 
on the verge of penning a new one — the last 
agreement was extended through June 30, 
2005, according to the union’s Web site. 

“Negotiations are coming to an end, and 
they (California Faculty Association) usual- 
ly have these tactics where they target an 
individual trustee, president or chancellor,” 
Potes-Fellow said. 

Potes-Fellow cited incidences where on 
the eve of bargaining agreements, the union 
used the personal attack card against the 
chancellor to get media attention. She said 
she doesn’t see the value in this approach 
because it hinders “consensus building.” 

“In the long-term, they are bad strate- 
gists,’ Potes-Fellow said. 
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Potes-Fellow said Hauck is a “very 
accomplished trustee” and that the union’s 
criticism are unfounded, focusing on 
Hauck’s personal belief system rather than 
fact. 

The CSU Board of Trustees has yet to 
take up the issue, Potes-Fellow said, but the 
trustees might bring it up during the May 15- 
17 board meeting. Faculty association mem- 
bers are set to testify at the meeting. 

However, Assemblywoman Jackie 
Goldberg, D-Los Angeles, has taken steps to 
investigate the possible conflict of interest 
involving Hauck. 

After the union sent a letter to Goldberg 
asking for a state audit, the chair of the 
Assembly Education Committee called for 
the Joint Legislative Audit Committee on 
May 2 to conduct an investigation regarding 
Hauck’s conflict of interest. 

Wendy Notsinneh, staffer for Goldberg, 
said Goldberg, a former CSU Los Angeles 
professor and K-12 teacher, is still waiting to 
hear back from the committee about 
whether the matter is under their purview. 

“She is very committed to ensuring that 
young people have access to higher educa- 
tion,” Notsinneh said of Goldberg. “It really 
upsets her that there is someone on the 
trustee board that is fighting to get student 
fee increases when they have another inter- 
est at heart.” 

Hauck is chair of the Committee on 
Committees where he has appointed himself 
to eight of the 10 trustee committees and has 
been a member since 1993 when he was 
appointed by then-Gov. Pete Wilson. He 
was re-appointed by Gov. Gray Davis in 
March 2000 to serve a second eight-year 
term.

omplete and utter domination of the Big 
Sky Conference is exactly what senior 
Margarita Karnaukhova accomplished 


in her four-year run at Sacramento State. For 
that reason amd for the second-straight year and 
third time in four years, the State Hornet has 
chosen Karnaukhova as the campus’s female 


athlete of the year. 


- Currently ranked No. 74 in the United States 
among all Division I singles players, Kar- 


naukhova has been the top play- 
er in the Big Sky Confer- 
ence since she was a 
freshman. She has earned 
the conference MVP all 
four years she. has been in 
the green and gold, making 
her the first student-athlete in 


the conference’s 43-year history to be 
named Big Sky Conference MVP four- 


consecutive times. 


In her four years as a Hornet, Karnaukhova racked up 
a 65-16 match record while never losing a Big Sky singles 
match. In 2004 she was named All-American, a first for a 
women’s tennis player at Sac State. That year she advanced to 


the Sweet 16 of the NCAA Singles Championships. 

Plagued by a back injury throughout the 2006 season, Kar- 
naukhova, or “Rita” as her teammates call her, finished 
with a 10-6 record as the Hornets’ No. 1 singles player. 

With Karnaukhova on their side, the Hornets won their 
fifth-consecutive Big Sky Championship on April 29 
with a 4-0 win over Northern Arizona. 

The Krasnodar, Russia, native will be making her 
third-straight appearance in the NCAA Singles Cham- 
pionships. Karnaukhova will also be joining fel- 
low teammate Anastassia Lyssenko in the 
NCAA Doubles Championships, marking 
the first time in university history that a 
doubles team has received a berth.

Jenkins grabbed Freeman out of the 
grasp of major conference recruiters, 
including Mississippi State, and 
made the freshman point guard the 
cornerstone of his high-throttle 
attack. 
Upon arriving at Sac State, the 
Oakland native was instantly one 
of the quickest players in the 
conference, but lacked a long-range 
shot. By his senior season, Freeman had 
increased his field goal shooting from 
37 percent to 41 percent, and his 3- 
point shooting from 27 percent to 
38 percent. 

Freeman was named to the 
conference’s first team his 
senior season and honorable 
mention as a junior.

By crowd- 
ing the plate and leaning in on close fastballs or 
breaking balls, Johnson has amassed a team- 
leading 15 hit-by-pitches. 

“T take a lot of pride in getting beaned,” 
Johnson said. “If there’s two strikes, [ll get 
right on top of home plate, and if a pitcher tries 
to come in, I'll get hit a lot.” 

Sac State coach John Smith said that with his 
ability to set up the middle of the order, John- 
son is the perfect man to head the top of the line- 
up. 

““He’s the ideal leadoff hitter,’ Smith said. 
““He’s a combination of both an aggressive hit- 
ter and a patient one. He gets hit a lot, gets on 
base a lot, and once he gets on, he uses his 
speed.” 

Blauser, who normally hits in the cleanup 
spot, says that Johnson’s ability to get on base 
gives the power hitters better pitches to hit. 

“Whenever you get a (pitcher) in the stretch, 
he’s going to be concentrating on the guys on 
base,” Blauser said. “They don’t want to let 
Gary steal second, so they’re going to throw a 
lot more fastballs, and that means better pitch- 
es to hit for me.” 

Despite the praise for his on-base skills, 
Johnson more than anything else takes the most

Hornets knew they needed to win at 
least three of four with Portland State 
to not only earn a potential tiebreak- 
er with the Vikings, but also keep 
pace with Loyola Marymount, which 
had its own ideas about winning the 
conference.

But beginning the very next day 
with a decisive sweep of UC Davis 
the Hornets finally took flight and 
rolled to a 31-11 finish. Cervantes 
had her coming out party three weeks 
later over a masterful stretch of eight 
days in which she struck out 15, 17, 
19 and 15 batters in consecutive 
games while tossing her first of three 
no-hitters of the season. Fellow fresh- 
man and battery mate Jamie 
Schloredt matured at the plate on the 
way to hitting .333 and shattering 
fellow Woodland High alumnae Jil- 
lian Bivert’s single-season RBI 
record with 42 while also hitting sev- 
en homers. 


Record breakers 

The turnaround at the plate 
brought about by first-year assistant 
head coach Cara Hoyt — who also 
serves as the team’s hitting coach — 
cannot be understated. 

Seven returning Hornets had their 
finest seasons hitting the ball in 2006, 
not the least of whom was senior 
centerfielder Lindy Winkler who 
shattered the school’s Division I sin- 
gle-season batting average record, 
hitting .434. 

“I was just trying to play hard 
and do what I do,” Winkler said. 

The Hornets hit .286 as team — 
the highest mark in the Div. I era — 
and 32 home runs, which is more 


_ than the last four years combined. 


In addition the 2006 squad broke or 
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tied the following records: On-base

“There are a lot of great places along 
the American River to hang out at,” said 
David Moskat, a Sacramento County park 
ranger assistant. 

One of the best places for an escape is 
in our own backyard: the American River 
Parkway. 

Running along the American River is

the 32-mile Jedediah Smith Memorial 


Bike Trail that runs from Folsom to down- 


town Sacramento. 

The bike trail offers access to at least 
13 river parks and nature areas and is the 
most bike-friendly area of Sacramento. 


Lying between the American River and 
the bike trail are plenty of small trails that 


weave in an out of thickets and up and 
down hills. 

These small trails are the best place to 
see wildlife and to experience quiet soli- 
tude in the middle of a big city. 

“This is a great place to escape,” said 


Stephanie Wiman, an interpretive special- 
ist at the Effie Yeaw Nature Center located 
inside Ancil Hoffman Park in Carmichael. 

The park hosts a 77-acre nature pre- 
serve that features forested areas, mead- 
Ows, a pond and river access, while deer, 
turkey, coyotes, squirrels, snakes, hawks, 
owls and waterfowl are spotted frequently 
along the trails. 

The preserve trails are very quiet, 
rarely crowded and it is easy to forget 
where you are while exploring. 

The yard of the Nature Center show- 
cases the daily lives of the native inhabi- 


tants of the area, the Nisenan Maidu peo- 
ple, with their Tule huts, a grinding stone 
with holes ground into it, an acorn grana- 
ry, a fire pit and a shade shelter. 

“A lot of people hike and take the trails 
without coming into the nature center,” 
Wiman said. “We encourage people to 
come out and explore the trails. 

“The best thing is that we don’t allow 
cars, people to bring their bikes or to have 
picnics on the trails, so that it doesn’t dis- 
tract you from the nature experience.” 

Moskat recommended parks along the 
river. 

“I typically go to Arden Bar and 
William B. Pond — there are some nice 
swimming areas over there,” Moskat said. 

There are bike trails that go around the 
pond, which is stocked with fish, while 
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Associated Students Inc. President Angel Barajas gives his parents Elvira and 
Joe a tour of Sac State on May 2 for the first time since he came to campus.

Starting with solo improvisation, students in the class 
learn to dance off of the top of their head.

the outdoor stairway to the second floor of 
the Union.

“At first you feel embarrassed, but then 
you start to feel comfortable,” said Dana 
Detweiler, a senior in dance and one of the 
choreographers for “Something Fierce.” 

The class stems from the beginning of 
contact improvisation in the ’60s, Bayne 
said. 

“The class teaches movement stations 
and directions,” Linda Goodrich, the coor- 
dinator of the dance program, said. 

Goodrich said the site specific perform- 
ance was the culminating project for the 
semester and it coincides with a senior 
dance concert choreographed by nine stu- 
dents. Bayne said improvisation is used as a 
tool to help choreographers. 

“They learn their own movement vocab- 
ulary so that when they choreograph things 
they don’t make something that looks like 
everything else out there,” Bayne said. 

The class is offered every other semes- 
ter. It is a requirement for dance majors and 
an elective for dance minors. 

The “Something Fierce” concert on 
Friday was a display of what the students 
had learned about choreography during 
their time at Sacramento State. 

“There’s six to 10 minutes that they 
have to choreograph,” Jolie Roberts, the 
coach and director of the dance team, said. 

Those six to 10 minutes could be filled 
with anything from moves that look as 
though they came off of the ballet stage to 


‘fast-paced gyrations that might have been 


transplanted from a local dance club. 
As for the music accompanying the 
dance, anything was fair game. Some

pieces used soft piano music while others 
used a flute. Still, others went so far as to 
use songs by artists such as Apocalyptica 
and the Ying Yang Twins. 

“The music and genre is pretty much up 
to them,” said Bayne, who directed the 
show. 

The choreographers took license to do 
almost anything that they wanted and ran 
with it. 

One piece, entitled “Down to Earth,” 
used African drumming to get the heart 
rates of the audience racing. Four men and 
two women made their way back and forth 
across the stage, some running backward 
and moving quickly, others slowly hopping 
across the back of the stage as other dancers 
moved in front. 

There was also some hip-thrusting-innu- 
endo that brought hoots and hollers from 
the audience. 

“T just had to make something that was 
truly organic,’ Shauna Segler, who choreo- 
graphed the piece, said. 

The final piece of the night had people 


laughing. 

“The last piece really is odd, but in a 
good way,” Bayne said. 

In addition to three dancers moving with 


fluidity across the stage, there was a joker 


with a large plush die, a man in a tuxedo 
reading random information out of the 
phone book, two girls constantly reciting 
random science terms while giving off radi- 
ant smiles, as well as a few other random 
people. 


Sarah Henshaw, the choreographer of 


the piece, entitled “Tribute,” said her piece 
was so unusual because of her feelings 
toward the department. 

“I was mad at the faculty for belittling 
my pieces,” Henshaw said with a laugh. 

“Tribute” was not aimed at the faculty, 
however. Instead, it had a deeper meaning. 

“It’s really about people being true to 
themselves and following their hearts,” 
Henshaw said.

riparian plants crowd its banks and warm 
ponds and rapids lie nearby — the area is 
also one of the quietest. 

To get there, take a night from Fair 
Oaks Boulevard onto Arden Way, which 
ends at the pond. 

Sailor Bar is a popular area for fishing, 
but many trails exist nearby for a true 
nature experience and access to the 
Jedediah Smith Memorial Trail lies just 
across the river. 

“There are huge access spots to the 
river with plenty of swimming areas,” 
Moskat said. 

To get there, take U.S. Highway 50 to 
Hazel Avenue, take a left on Winding Way, 
then another left on Illinois Avenue. 

“T really like the area off of Sunrise 
Boulevard and Hazelnut Avenue,” said Cee 
Cee Coleman, a Sacramento County park 
ranger. “It’s a very wooded area good for a 
nice walk, but bring bug spray because 
there is a lot of mosquitoes over there.” 

On Rod Beaudry Drive, off of Folsom 
Boulevard, lies Goethe Park — a 444-acre 
park with a picnic area, trail access and 
plenty of peaceful wooded areas. 

Goethe Park is one of the perfect local 
getaways with plenty of trails that meander 
through the densely wooded and shady 


areas of the park without seeing the people 
— especially if you avoid the picnic areas. 

Goethe is also one of the oldest 
Sacramento county parks in the area. 

Another little-known and interesting 
escape is off the river and out into the 
meadows of Sacramento at Mather Field 
Regional Park. 

At this park, vernal pools bloom and 
team with life in nearby meadows during 
spring, while birds blanket the meadows 
with their chirping and squawking and 
Mather Lake sits calm and relaxed. 

Across from the parking lot at the lake 
sits the vernal pools, which are dried up 
now but still teem with wildflowers. 

Aside from the development of the area 
and its proximity to the Mather Airport, 
Mather Lake has a tranquil and serene 
environment — the further you move away 
from the parking lot, the nicer the solitude. 

Trees line and shade the shoreline with 
minnows and tadpoles darting through the 
waters and ponds lie just off the lake with 
dragonflies hovering overhead.

BARAJAS: ASI president wants to work on Woodland City Council

come true. 

During his 2005-06 presidency, 
Barajas’ main concern was working 
on alleviating the parking problem. 

‘My main priority, and the stu- 
dents’ main priority, is that I want to 
make sure I get to class on time and 
that I don’t drive around for 40 min- 
utes looking for a parking spot,” 
Barajas said. “When our team ran, 
we promised we’d take care of the 
parking situation, and we have.” 

Barajas wrote legislation to rene- 
gotiate a contract between Regional 
Transit and the university that is slat- 
ed to expire in June. The 10-year 
contract, currently being finalized, 
would continue to provide students 
with light rail and bus rides as long 
as they have a valid semester sticker 


and ID. Students pay a $7 fee for 
this service. 

He has also worked to make 
Parking Structure III student only. 
Barajas said students have paid 
$108 for parking permits, an 
increase from the $63 it used to be, 
to help build new parking structures. 
He wrote legislation requesting for 
Parking Structure III to be exclu- 
sively for students and Gonzalez 
wrote back in support. 

Curtis Grima, who currently 
serves as the secretary of state 
affairs, said that the parking issue 
should have been approached soon- 
er than it was, but still credited 
Barajas for his leadership. 

“He had a board that stayed very 
united,” Grima said. “He did a great 
job in keeping them organized.

Newly elected ASI President 
Angela Arriola agreed. 

“He really utilized the board’s 
unity to pass a lot of helpful legisla- 
tions,” Arriola said. “Although he 
passed good legislation, he should 
have highlighted the board a little 
more.” 

Arriola said the rest of ASI didn’t 
receive much recognition as far as 
serving the students, but Barajas 
feels that was out of his control. 

“There are some things we can 
be in control of and some we can’t,” 
Barajas said. “Our mentality is to 
serve the students whether we are 
recognized or not.” 

Another one of Barajas’ con- 
cerns was to provide more money 
for outreach and retention programs 
that are suffering due to Gov. 
Arnold Schwarzenegger’s $7 mil- 


lion budget cut. 

“(The outreach and retention 
programs) are going to be severely 
cut at the state level,” Barajas said. 
“ASI set aside $65,000 toward 
external grants that these programs 
can apply for.” 

Barajas worked on increasing 
student involvement for Destination 
2010. Barajas serves as the only stu- 
dent representative on the strategic 
planning counsel but motioned to 
approve another student representa- 
tive on the committee. 

The formerly-titled Recreation, 
Wellness and Events Center has also 
been a dominant issue toward the 
end of the spring semester for 
Barajas. 

“I’m just pretty much trying to 
keep the integrity of the student vote 
because the students voted for a 
recreation wellness and events cen- 
ter,’ Barajas said. 

He also emphasized gender 





equity and academic accountability. 
“Our money goes to the enhance- 
ment of their ability to make 
grades.” 

During the time of Hurricane 
Katrina, ASI made a $10,000 dona- 
tion to different relief organizations 
in September. Barajas came up with 
the idea to do a matching grant of 
$5,500 as a way to get the rest of the 
university involved. Together, they 
raised more than $30,000 for the 
Red Cross. 

‘Angel had a vision for this term 
as ASI president from the beginning 
and his success in office was from 
that drive/determination to see that 
vision fulfilled,” Barajas’ Chief of 
Staff Noemi Beas wrote in an e- 
mail. “Through that determination, I 
feel he really left a positive impact 
and raised the bar for ASI.” 

Now that his term as president is 
nearly over, Barajas plans to take his 
leadership role to the next level. He 


has applied for the prestigious 
Capitol fellowships program and 
plans on going to law school to be an 
advocate for social justice. He also 
wants to be involved in his home- 
town of Woodland’s city council. 

“Tve always wanted to go back 
to my community and do something 
for it because it gave me a chance to 
open my eyes,” Barajas said. “T just 
want to give back.” 

In regards to all of his aspira- 
tions, Barajas says it goes back to 
the teachings of his parents. 

“They gave me the morals and 
values to be who I am and to work 
hard,” Barajas said. “Now that I’ve 
shown them around, I feel like I’ve 
done as much as I can ... like every- 
thing I’ve done is complete. Now 
I’m ready to move on to the next 
step.”

Suffering from depres- 
sion due to family and friend prob- 
lems, Oda knew she needed to 
change her attitude to strengthen her 
emotional well-being. 


Evaluating her life, she came to 
the realization that she wasn’t being 
honest with herself. She didn’t like 
the negative woman she _ had 
become and decided to redefine 
who she was as a woman. 

“It was time to move on, to grow 
up, Oda said. “I made changes. I’ve 
never been happier.” 

Not all life-changing events are 
positive, however. 

Hustler magazine founder Larry 
Flynt, at age 22, decided he would 
never remain faithful to another 
woman again after his wife had 
become pregnant with another 
man’s child. 

Musician Billy Joel was so 
depressed with his band’s failure, he 
sank into depression and tried to kill 
himself by drinking a bottle of furni- 
ture polish. 

Jennifer Garner was told to give 
up on acting and become a parale- 
gal.

Senior design major Tiffany 
Dreyer said the age of 22 has been 
the worst year of her life.

Worst of all, she lost her relation- 
ship with her father. Dreyer’s father 
suffers from a brain tumor approxi- 
mately the size of a cue ball. It was 
wrapped around a main vessel in his 
brain, which can cause stroke and 
mental retardation. After his first 
three surgeries, things changed 
between Dreyer and her father.

Dreyer’s 
year has been full of health prob- 
lems, anxiety and panic attacks due
